Dear Sir; — 

We sent you on the 30th day of January 1891, by express, (prepaid) $230. in gold coin of 
the U.S. believed to be below the least standard weight, for returns to this bank by your cheque; 
agreeably to the circular of the Director of the Mint, dated December 17” 1889, relating to 
purchase of uncurrent gold coins at the mints and assay offices of the United States. 

We have to-day received legal tenders by express, say, $224.93 in payment of the above 
shipment and on which we have paid seventy cents express charges. As the circular above 
referred to states returns are made by cheque, unless otherwise preferred and as we requested a 
remittance by cheque, we do not think we should pay express charges and would ask their rebate. 
We also do not understand why C.R. Massey Attorney appears as depositor when this bank sent 
the gold direct to you. 

Will you kindly state if in future it would be more advantageous for us to send light gold 
to an assay office instead of to the mint. Also please say if a mint or assay office of the United 
States receives bullion or gold articles of ornament or of use for coinage or purchase.
